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John Stewart Kennedy 


R. JOHN STEWART KENNEDY, a 
life member of the American Bible 
Society, died in New York, October 31, 1909, 
in his eightieth year. Mr. Kennedy was a 
Scotsman by birth and was a type of the 
sturdy Scottish stock. During fifty-three 
years his eminent qualities as a trustworthy, 
energetic, saga- 
cious, and capable 
business man have 
made themselves 
felt in an ever- 
widening circle in 
New York City and 
in other parts of 
our country. 

He was an active 
financier until 
twenty-five years 
ago. After retiring 
from business he 
still labored on, 
giving time and 
thought and tire- 
less energy to the 
fostering of be- 
nevolent enter- 
prises in which 
sympathy and sug- 
gestion and finan- 
cial aid would 
clearly count. In 
social life he was a 
most genial companion; his friendships were 
not hastily formed, but they were cordial and 
lasting, and among his friends he always had 
time to hear a good story and frankly to seek 
recreation won by toil. He was a deeply re- 
ligious man and a model steward of great 
wealth, who sought to serve the public in its 
deepest needs. He carefully investigated 
every benevolent enterprise to which he con- 
tributed ; if his daily duties left him no time 
for investigation, he would simply tighten the 
strings of his purse until time had been found 
to assure himself at first hand, not only of the 
worth of the object, but of the wisdom and 
thriftiness of its administration. 

Mr. Kennedy’s benefactions have been qui- 
etly made for years. In numbers of instances 
an institution whose aims commended them- 
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selves to his judgment, and whose manage- 
ment he knew to be sound, might close the 
year in debt. But it would open its next year 
free from debt because this good man’s check 
had been drawn unasked to cover the deficit. 

The United Charities Building at Fourth 
avenue and Twenty-second street, in New 
York City, is promi- 
nent before the peo- 
ple as a monument 
to the man and his 
wise and liberal use 
of money. But 
those who can list 
his benefactions 
can point to many 
others in New York 
which are almost 
the equal in impor- 
tance of this one 
that is the natural 
place of relief for 
needy thousands. 
His sympathies 
with struggling 
men were wide, and 
his judgment uner- 
ring in selecting 
worthy enterprises 
for his help. 

The sweep of Mr. 
Kennedy’s purpose 
to do for mankind 
as much as he could, and the keenness of his 
observations in unexpected directions, are 
illustrated by his bequests to missionary and 
educational enterprises in Turkey outside of 
the field of his own Presbyterian Church. He 
left $1,500,000 to Robert College in Constan- 
tinople, which he has watched and helped for 
twenty years. To Anatolia College, Marso- 
van, Turkey, he left $50,000, and to the Amer- 
ican Collegiate Institute in Smyrna, Turkey, 
he left $25,000. He also left $10,000 to the 
Bible House in Constantinople, an institution 
which is unique in being a chief center of mis- 
sionary and Bible work in the city, while it is 
owned neither by the Bible Society nor by 
the mission of the American Board, which 
conducts its publishing business there. It is, 
in fact, owned by trustees in New York, of 
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whom Mr. Kennedy was one, its purpose be- 
ing to serve in the great Mohammedan center 
as a worthy home for that fruitful Bible work 
in which Bible societies and missions are 
fellow-laborers. 

New York City. the Church universal, and 
the nation have lost a great man. litmismuest 
that his disposition of his property, to quote 
the words of the Congregationalist, “will fill 
the cup of gratitude to overflowing for many 
a4 worker in the kingdom of God the world 


over.”’ 


Mr. Kennedy's Bequest to the Society 


Mr. Kennedy has put the American Bible 
Society high on the roll of honor among the 
great societies, boards, and institutions among 
which he divided his fortune. 

His bequest of $750,000 to the Society is 
timely. It coincides with wonderful openings 
for new Bible work in this country and in the 
world-wide field. Naturally one’s first thought 
would be that a part of this splendid bequest 
should complete the sum needed to secure the 
gift of $500,000 offered by Mrs. Russell Sage 
to the Society for a permanent endowment of 
$1,000,000. The Bible Society has been ad- 
vised, however, that no part of the Kennedy 
bequest can be used for the Permanent En- 
dowment. It seems that money given with- 
out restriction is in a different category from 
money given with a condition that only its 
interest is to be used. 

His bequest, therefore, while it incidentally 
emphasizes the wisdom of Mrs. Russell Sage’s 
choice of the American Bible Society for a 
great benefaction, stands apart from the En- 
dowment Fund. Its capital can be expended 
for work, new or old, of the Bible Society; but 
the capital of the Endowment Fund cannot 
be touched while the world stands. 


A Memorial Service 


On the evening of November 22d a service 
was held in memory of Mr. Kennedy in the 
Assembly Hall of the United Charities Build- 
ing. The Secretaries and other representa- 
tives of the American Bible Society attended 
this meeting. 

Mr. Robert W. DeForest, President of the 
Charity Organization Society, presided, giv- 
ing a warm appreciation of the character of 
Mr. Kennedy. 

Among the speakers were President Butler 
of Columbia University; Dr. Washburn, ex- 
President of Robert College of Constantino- 
ple; Dr. Halsey, Secretary of the Presbyte- 
rian Board of Foreign Missions; Mr. Frederick 
Sturges, Vice-President of the Presbyterian 
Hospital and one of the Managers of the 
American Bible Society; Mr. J. L. Cadwala- 
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der of the New York Public Library; and Dr. 
A. F. Schauffler, President of the New York 
City Mission and Tract Society. All of these 
speakers, while referring to Mr. Kennedy’s 
life from different points of view, used in 
their remarks the notably self-revealing and 
tender tone of intimate friegdship. The Rev. 
Dr. Schauffler, who made the last address of 
the evening, emphasized the deeply religious 
life out of which grew Mr. Kennedy’s hearty 
service of his fellow-men. 

Dr. Schauffler pointed out that Mr. Kenne- 
dy was always an absolutely regular attend- 
ant at church; and, although very few people- 
knew it, from the beginning of his life hem 
always gave the tithe of his income to relig- — 
ious and benevolent objects. The portion of 
his income assigned to the work of the church 
to which he belonged was not forgotten when 
he was absent from the city. If Mr. Kenne- 
dy was on a vacation tour, or if he was in 
Europe when the time for each regular col- 
lection arrived, he always remembered it, and 
his check was always on hand on that day. 
As his riches accumulated he regarded them as — 
a sacred trust, making it a duty to increase their 
amount, se that at the end of his time of service 
he should be able to have a great sum for such 
a distribution as was made under his will. q 

The secret of the principles which conscien- 
tiously ruled his life is found in his private life. 
At home, Dr. Schauffler said, Mr. Kennedy 
would always be found in the morning read- ~ 
ing his Bible and praying to God, invariably 
taking time for this before breakfast and be- 
fore mingling with the members of his fam-_ 
ily. Later in the morning it was his custom © 
to conduct family prayers, and he never devi- — 
ated from this practice, keeping it up to the 
end of his life. a 

There is no need to search in order to learn © 
how it came to pass that Mr. Kennedy made : 
such a monumental distribution of his wealth — 
among religious, educational, and other be-— 
nevolent objects. He believed in Jesus Christ, 
and his life was built upon the Word of God. 


Brother Lawrence has said, “‘We search 
for stated ways and methods of learning how 
to love God, and to come at that love we dis- 
quiet our minds by I know not how many de-- 
vices; we give ourselves a world of trouble 
and pursue a multitude of practices to attain 
to a sense of the presence of God. And yet 
it is so simple. How very much shorter it is, 
and easier, to do our common business purely 
for the love of God, to set his consecrating 
mark on all we lay our hands to, and thereby 
to foster the sense of his abiding presence by 
communion of our heart with his!”’

Effective Bible Work in Mexico 


RS. F. S. HAMILTON, in charge of 

the Mexico Agency of the American 
Bible Society, under date of October 13th, 
sends some interesting details of the experi- 
ences of the colporteursin Mexico. There have 
been in many places torrential rains this fall 
which have occasioned much distress. Mrs. 
Hamilton says that one of the colporteurs, 
Trinidad Armendariz, sends her this from 
Montemorelos: 


As you will see in my report, I have given 
away some Bibles, Testaments, and portions. 
They were given to some of the victims of 
the floods, who begged with insistence for 
the Holy Word. Many of these had nothing 
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the Bible Society fund,’ and herewith find a 
P. O. order for eleven dollars, and I rejoice 
that I can do this little to help along and hope 
soon to know the whole amount has been 
raised to help the Society along with its 
blessed work.”’ 


Now and then another note is struck. Re- 
cently one of our correspondents wrote us as 
follows: 


‘‘T think it is very sad to be trying to raise 
so much money on an old book—especially 
the O. T.—’way behind to-day. Why don’t 
you try and help your kind, instead of forcing © 
a literature no longer pertinent down unwill- 
ing throats? The New Testament is lovely 
in moments, but awful in others, and the 
money is wasted. Every book must pass.”’ 


We are glad to have this direct word and to 
call our friend’s attention to an article by 
Walter Prichard Eaton in MWunsey’s Magazine 
for December entitled “‘How Ten Million 
Bibles a Year Are Sold,’’ and particularly to 
the closing sentence of his article: 


““The book contains, whether we bow to its 
authority or not, whether we are of this race 
or that, the secrets of the source of Christian 
civilization. To push it out into the frontiers 
of the world is to push out the lessons of hu- — 
mility, of charity, of justice, and of love, 
which we have learned—if all too imperfectly 
ourselves, as yet—from the Gospels of our 
Master. We maynot all agree that the name- 
less colporteurs who are doing this work, 
in flood and drought, through wilderness and 
mountain, are saving souls for the next world, — 
but we must all agree that they are helping 
men in this one. They are pioneers of peace.” 


left but the little clothing on their bodies. — 
Among these people were a family, members 

of our church, who stood in the water from 

eleven o’clock at night on the 27th of August 

until the morning of the 29th, when they were > 
rescued with much difficulty. While they 
were still in the water, when Saturday morn- 
ing dawned, the old grandmother, bowed with 
more than seventy-five years and holding on 
to her daughter’s hand, said, ‘‘ Daughter, I be- 
lieve in-Jesus Christ; I confide in Jesus 
Christ.” At that moment a huge wave came 
and snatched her away, her daughter calling 
after her, ‘“Mamacita, you have gone to be _ 
with Jesus!’? The father, mother, and their 
daughter remained in the water clinging to 
each other, but never lost their calm. The 
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‘first one rescued was the daughter, then her 
‘mother, then the father, while a great crowd 
looked on. As soon as they were out of the 
-water the little girl said, ‘‘ Let us thank God, 
| papa.” 

Just then the priest came up and said, “ Did, 
you trust in the most holy Virgin to save you?” 
' The father replied with entire confidence, ‘No, 
‘Senor Cura, Iam a Protestant and I trusted 
‘in God through Jesus Christ, who has prom- 
‘ised in his Holy Word to those who be- 
‘lieve in him that he will never leave them 
-nor forsake them.’’ The priest said nothing 

more. 

A great crowd accompanied them to the 
city and many people gave themhelp. Three 
days later the Protestants, at the petition of 
those saved from the waters, had a thanks- 
eiving service, which was placed in my 
charge. It was a moving scene. More than 
two hundred people were present, and they 
were surrounded by those who had been 
saved from the waters, embracing them and 
shedding tears of joy. The man of whom I 
have written told us of his impressions while 
in the water so simply and affectingly that 
the whole church was moved. 


Mrs. Hamilton in the course of her work 
comes across many problems. Of course the 
greatest of them is the question of getting 
the Bible into the hands of the people in the 
most effective way. A Bible agent who is 
alert and energetic in pressing the work of 
distribution, must always have questionings 
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as to the efficiency of the colporteurs em- 
ployed. Mrs. Hamilton says: 


It would be idealif our colporteurs were men 
of independent means, who could devote their 
lives to teaching and preaching the Gospel, but 
even then I should insist that they sell the 
Book rather than give it away, unless in excep- 
tional cases. In default of men with private 
incomes, we can at least try to have only such 
men as are genuinely interested in the distri- 
bution of the Word, and I honestly believe 
that most of our men in Mexico are so. In 
the main I think they are self-denying, con- 
secrated men, who could all earn more money 
at something else. Several of our men I 
know are devoting themselves to the work 
because they believe that in this way they are 
best advancing the cause of Christ in Mexico. 


The Mexicans are to celebrate their Centen- 
ary in 1910, and Mrs. Hamilton suggests the 
propriety of bringing out a special edition of 
the New Testament or the Four Gospels in 
Spanish, using the Mexican colors—green, 
white, and red—to ornament the cover in 
some way, the edition to be stamped as “ The 
Mexican Centenary Edition.’’ When patri- 
otic enthusiasm is at its height, it is thought 
that the tricolor binding and the word “ Cen- 
tenary”’ will attract the attention of millions, 
and that in this way it would be possible to 
distribute throughout the republic thousands 
of copies of the New Testament. 


Plans and their Fruits in the Philippines 


HE Rev. J. C. McLaughlin is Agent of 

the American Bible Society in the Phil- 

ippineIslands. He gives us picturesque and at 

the same time affecting glimpses of his careful 
planning and cheery confidence in results: 


Have just returned from a twelve-days’ 
trip in Zambales Province. This is supposed 


to be the rainy season here in the Islands, and

over there the place lived quite up to its repu- 
tation, for it rained hard every day I was 
there, while here in Manila it was fine weather 
I do not plan to go out much 
‘these wet months, but if between the storms 
I can run out for a few days I count it 
that much gain, so I made a ten-days’ trip 
into Tarlac Province, and now this into this 
one. 

Despite the rains we had quite a success- 
ful time of it. I took my boy and lecture out- 


i= 
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fit with me. We ran nine nights for the Fili- 
pinos, but two of these were so rainy that 
we accomplished practically nothing; the 
other nights we had good crowds despite the 
inclement weather. At these meetings we 
disposed of some 600 Testaments and 3,000 
Gospels, with total receipts of 265 pesos 
and expenses of about 100 pesos. Then if 
held three definitely planned religious meet- 
ings, and to end up the trip held a paid bene- 
fit picture and lecture evening at the Marine 
Barracks, which netted them 130 Zesos for the 
Y.M. C. A. building which is being planned 
for at that place. Altogether it was a very 
successful, though extremely strenuous, trip, 
the heavy rains making traveling a serious 
problem here. As an illustration, on Sunday 
I was left at a large town some thirty miles 
away from Olongapo, where I was to hold 
a benefit Monday evening. The boat being

unable to reach that far on account of the 
storm, there was nothing to do but walk 
twenty miles and then take a sailboat the rest 
of the way. I had my wheel, but it was worse 
than nothing. I had to take off my shoes and 
wade. For three miles I trundled that wheel 
through water from six inches to two feet 
deep. It certainly was about as difficult a 
trip as I ever had to tackle out here, but I 
reached the place in good time, and the Lord 
seems to have blessed our trip even at the 
time, and we hope for many blessed returns 
from that large number of books distributed. 
I am back home now for a few days’ rest and 
recuperation, and will start off again as soon 
as the present typhoon passes, as after all such 
storms we ordinarily expect a week or two of 
fine weather. 

Affairs in the office are in good shape. 
Mrs. McLaughlin goes to the office every day 
while I am away and attends to things there. 
This enables us to do away with the American 
assistant which the Society always had here 
before we returned; and besides the oversight 
which Mrs. M. gives, this work is attended to 
by a Filipino boy, Carlos Panganiban. 
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I have been working away on the re- 
vision of the Tagalog New Testament for 
some eight or ten months as time would 
permit. Well, we have the manuscript about 
completed now and I have submitted it 
to certain missionaries for corrections, and 
they heartily approve of my Work. Of course 
we cannot go ahead and print it, I suppose; 
but it has cost us hardly anything, and the 
labor I have been able to put in on it has 
been odd time labor, which I have enjoyed, 
as it is in the language in which I have been 
laboring. 

I have found the Spanish version im- 
mensely valuable in the work, especially in 
the Roman, Spanish-trained country, and I 
believe I could sell 20,000 of such a Tagalog 
edition in six months. 

The work is going on all over the Islands. 
Sales are not great just now, for the Philip- 
pine people are looking into the face of hard 
times on account of the lack of rain, which 
of course affects sales. As I have written 
before, we have passed the point of immense 


sales here, but are finding an increasing sale — 


for larger books and better bindings. 


From the Middle Agency

In these schools at least three fourths of 
the children are of foreign origin, and by this 
means we have the satisfaction of knowing 
that one of these little Gospels has found its 
way into each one of 2,500 homes widely 
separated geographically and in the nature of 
the case but little acquainted with the Sacred 
Word. 

Now, as the winter closes in, these chil- 
dren are to follow up the lessons already re- 
ceived by studies in the Gospel of Lukemele

further than we can see. The children are 
not only taught to study in these schools, but 
they are taught to use their hands; and this 
explains the prominence which our picture 
gives to hammocks.

They also make scrap 
books, illustrated covers, baskets, and knick- 
knacks, modeled after the Indian fashion. 


seems probable that these little Gospels in 
the hands of these children will serve to in- 
crease the number of homes throughout the 
United States in which the Bible is read. One 
of these Gospels is a very small book, and the 
whole grant of 2,500 copies is worth not more 
than fifty dollars; but what we have said can- 
not fail to suggest to our readers how large 
a work a small and simple gift can accom- 
plish.

More about Bibles that Ran the Blockade 


EV. W. HURLIN, of Antrim, N. H., re- 
ferring to the article in the REcorp for 
October on “Bibles that Ran the Blockade,” 
adds a bit of personal experience as follows: 


From March to May, 1865, I was a volun- 
teer delegate of the U. S. Christian Commis- 
sion at Point of Rocks, five miles from City 
Point, Va. On Tuesday, April 18th, I had an 
opportunity to visit Richmond, and the next 
morning I unexpectedly met my old friend, 
Oren B. Cheney, D.D., then and for many 
years President of Bates College, Lewiston, 
Me., and we decided to visit some places of 
interest together. 

Among these places was Libby Prison, 
where at that time were a number of Confed- 
erate prisoners who had refused to take the 
oath of allegiance to the United States. On 
the ground floor we saw a large packing case, 
about four feet square, and on a corner of the 
cover we saw that it was from the American 


Life in the lighthouse is no joke in winter. 
Even when the house is on the mainland, 
where the keeper and his family can commu- 
nicate with neighbors, the winter is a long, 
hard pull. It is a good work under these cir- 
cumstances to distribute books among the 
lonely light keepers, and especially to leave 
with them the Book that can lighten their 
path at the most unexpected times. 

The picture which accompanies this article 
is that of the lighthouse on Chesapeake Bay, 
known as the Craighill Channel Light, at the 
southerly end of Hart Island, Maryland. The 
waters of the great bay are not quite so 
stormy as those of the ocean, but the winter 
is very trying. No heat is allowed in the 
lighthouse proper, as that would cause a dim- 
ming of the lenses. Lighthouse keepers on 
the New England coast say that a glass of 
water set on the window sill will quickly — 
freeze solid. 

The traveling libraries which bring great 
comfort to lighthouse existence are carried to — 
the lighthouses by tenders, which change the a 
books about twice a year. There are about 
forty volumes in each of these libraries, and 
we may be sure that during the long winter 
months those libraries are worth almost their 
weight in gold.

Bible Society, New York, and a board lifted 
from the cover showed us that it was full of 
32mo Testaments.

Two other brethren then joined us, and we 
four took as many Testaments as we could 
carry in our hands and went up to the second 
floor, where the prisoners were. They re- 
ceived the Testaments very gladly, and asked 
for more. We went down several times for 
a fresh supply, and in this way we estate 
about three hundred copies.

calling to us, and looking up we saw a num-

‘we learned the prisoners were accustomed to 
use in asking for gifts from passers-by, and

The Centennial of the 


ia the series of interesting Bible Society 
Centennials which has been occupying the 
attention of various states during these early 
years of the twentieth century, we have pleas- 
ure in reporting that of the Bible Society of 
Maine, which was held in Portland, Me., on 
Wednesday, November 3, 1909. The after- 
noon services were held in the First Parish 
Church, and the exercises were made most 
interesting by a historical address from the 
Rev. John Carroll Perkins, D.D., of Portland, 
showing the important work that had been 
accomplished throughout the State of Maine 
by this society during its one hundred years 
of service. Mr. E. T. Garland, the official 
superintendent, gave the story of the present 
work of the society. Greetings were pre- 
sented from other state societies, and ad- 
dresses were made by the Hon. Justice 1. 
Gordon Forbes, President of the New Bruns- 
wick Bible Society, and Vice-President of 
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therefore, went inside the prison again and 
obtained more Testaments to give to those 
who were thus asking for them.

‘The fact that the meeting was held at 
the Court House fits in with the organization 
of the American Bible Society in the City 
Hall, and shows how the Bible societies have 
from the beginning of their history been con- 
sidered as beneficial to the state and the na- 
tion, as well as to the churches. A new 
century opens before the Bible Society of 
Maine and we wish it prosperity. 


General Notes 


HE REcorD is again, by force of circum- 
| stances, late enough in publication this 
month to make it appropriate to send Christ- 
mas greetings from the Bible House to all the 
friends of the Society. Our Christmas gifts 
are larger, and likely to be larger, this year 
than ever before. The large bequest of Mr. 
Kennedy has brought us already many warm 
congratulations. Elsewhere will be found 
statements of the progress of the Endow- 
ment Fund which, we have good hope, will be 
completed before the year closes. In any 
case, all the friends of the Society can re 
joice together in signal evidences of divine 
goodness and favor. Not only have money 
gifts increased, but the better gifts of God 
also; especialiy this, that almost every land 
and nation is now open to the Gospel and the 
Bible as never before. Ethiopia, China, and 
Turkey stretch out their hands to God, and it 
is our privilege and opportunity to give them 
His Word. 


So we can only say ‘‘ Merry Christmas”’ to 
all and especially to that great company who, 
though not rich in this world’s goods but 
rich in faith, have been pouring in their mites 
without stint for the past year—more than 
ever in the last few weeks. We can quote 
from only one of many such letters, just re- 
ceived as we go to press: On this Thanks- 
giving Day I will send you another dime to 
go on that Endowment Fund—a fifth of what I 


received from a piece of plain sewing.” 


Mr. Hayter, the Society’s Agent for Cen- 
tral America, recently wrote, giving the fol- 
lowing forecast of Nicaraguan affairs. It is 
very pertinent, in view of the present situa- 
tion with President Zelaya. 

“T was glad not to have any trouble in 
getting into Nicaragua this last time. It is 
somewhat disagreeable to be followed around 


by men, who are not by any means too re- 
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sponsible, with loaded rifles, as if one were 
the most dangerous person, not to say an- 
archist. We spent some ten days there, and 
were able to push forward our work a little, 
although it is not by any means easy. Men 
are hard to find who are competent, and the 
people are poor and unable to buy. News is 
here that President Zelaya is facing a revolu- 
tion which promises to be serious. If so, 
this will again put back our work there. All 
the colporteurs flee to the woods for fear of 
being taken as soldiers. Salvador is also in 
state of siege, but our men there are not pre- 
vented from selling, and there are four now 
working.”’ 

November 7th he adds: 

““T suppose you know more of the revolu- 
tion in Nicaragua than we do. I am afraid 
that will stop all Bible work again for Nicara- 
gua. I had hoped to get things started again. 
It does seem that the Devil is doing his best 
to stop all we try to do.’’4 


SHORTLY after our going to press the Cen- 
tennial of organized Bible Society work in 
New York City will be celebrated by a meet- 
ing in Carnegie Hall and by other meetings. 
On Sunday, December 5th, the city pastors 
have been asked to observe the Centennial 
by special services. 

The original New York Bible Society was 
organized on December 4, 1809. In 1816 
it made a grant to the American Bible Socie- 
ty of a considerable number of French Scrip- 
tures which were needed for distribution in 
Louisiana. In 1820 it became an auxiliary 
of the American Bible Society, and frequently 
received grants of books for use in its work. 
The present New York Bible Society was 
organized in 1823 under the name of the 
Young Men’s New York Bible Society, as an 
auxiliary of the New York Bible Society. In 
1829 the Young Men’s Bible Society became 
auxiliary to the American Bible Society, and 
ten years later it adopted the name of the orig- 
inal society, which had ceased to exist. 

Bible work, commenced in New York in 
1809, has in one form or another continued to 
the present day. The American Bible Socie- 
ty has actively co-operated with these differ- 
ent organizations by gifts of Scriptures to a 
very considerable amount, and it co-operates 
with the New York Bible Society in celebrat- 
ing this centennial of a great and common 


work.'53 
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In the British and Foreign Bible Society re- 
port for 1908, Mr. Morrison, the Society’s 
Agent for Germany, is reported as estimating 
that the annual circulation of the Bible in 
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Germany has risen from an average of 12 
copies per 1,000 persons in 1885 to an average 
of 19 copies per 1,000 in 1907. ‘“‘That is to 
say,’’ the Bible Society report goes on to re- 
mark, ‘‘in Germany, which is sometimes con- 
sidered to be the home of destructive criticism 
and the headquarters of unbelief, three persons 
now buy a copy of the Scriptures for every 
two persons who did soa quarter of a century 
ago. See 

Ir is pleasant to notice the evidences of the 
interest in the Bible among the black people 
of the South as the progress of education 
proceeds. The Society some years ago gave 
a grant of Scriptures to the Live Oak School 
in Baton Rouge, La. A recent circular of the 
school sent us describes, among other things, 
how one man, who had been a slave after the 
death of his wife, came to the school espe- 
cially to learn how to read his Bible. “‘He 
has tried hard all summer, having lessons 
day. and night. Now he goes to do black- 
smithing on a sugar plantation, but expects 
to be back when the crop is off—about Christ- 
mas.’’ In this school gardening, blacksmith- 
ing, and printing are taught, in addition to 
the ordinary branches.
